better for anything else.

"Men's happiness or misery is most part of their 
own making. He whose mind 'directs, not''wisely will 
never take the right way, and he whose body is crazy 
and feeble will never be able to advance in it.

"I confess tlrere are some men's constitutions of 
body and mind so vigorous and well framed by nature 
that they need not much assistance from others; but, by 
the strength of their natural genius,,they are from their 
cradles carried toward what is excellent; and by the 
privilege of their happy constitutions-are able to da 
wonders. But examples of this kind are few, and I 
think I may say that, of all the men we meet with, 
nine of ten are what they are, good or'evil, useful or not, 
by their education."

It is education, and not mere book education, that 
makes tfie great difference in mankind.

The little or almost insensible impressions in our 
tender infancy' have "very important and lasting conse­ 
quences; and there it is, as in the fountains of some 
rivers, where a gentle application of the hand turns the 
flexible waters in channels, that make them take quite 
contrary courses; and by this direction given them first 
in the source, they receive different tendencies and 
arrive at last at very remote and different places.

And it should be remembered that the minds of chil­ 
dren are as easily turned this or that way as water itself.

The only fence against the world is a thorough 
knowledge of it. It is often said that to inform a 
young man of the vices of the age is to teach them 
to him; yet it is not possible now to keep a youth from 
vice by a total ignorance of it, unless he is shut up in 
a closet and never allowqd to go into company. '

The longer he is kept thus hoodwinked, the less he 
Tvill see when he conies into open daylight, and be the 
more exposed a" prey to himself and others.

As John Locke wrote four hundred years ago:
"The shewing the young gentleman the world as 

really it is, before he comes wholly into it, is one of 
the best means to prevent him from getting into mis­ 
chief. - .

"He should by degrees be informed of the vices in 
fashion, and warned of the applications and designs of 
those who will make it their business to corrupt him.

"He should be told the arts they use, and the trains 
they lay; and then have set before him the tragical 
or ridiculous examples of those who are ruined this way."
